ITE M, That ſen the Realme in ilk Eftaite is greattumlie 
pured throwe ſumptuous claithing,baith of men and women, 
and in ſpecial within Bufrowes and commouns of Land- 
wart: The Lordes thinkis ſpeidful, that reſtri&ion be thereof 
in this maner : That na man within Burgh that livis be mer- 
chandice , bot gif hee be a perſon conſtitute in dignitie , as 
Alderman , Baillie, or uther gude worthy men, that ar of the 
Councel of the towne, and their wives weare claithes of 
filk, nor coſtly ſcarlettesin gownes, or furringes with mer- 
trickes. And that they make their wives & dauchters in like 
maner be abuilzied , gangand and correſpondant for theit 
eſtate, that 15to ſay, ontheir heads ſhort Curches, with 
little hudes, asaruſed in Flanders, England , & uther cun- 
tries, And as to their gownes, that na women weare Mer- 
trickes nor letteis, nor tailes unfittin length nor furred un- 
der, bot on the Halie-daie. And in like maner the Barron- 
nes and uther puir Gentlemen, and their wives, that ar within 
fourtie pound of auld extent, And as anent the commounes, 
that na Laborers nor husband men' weare on the warke daye, 
bot gray and Quhite, and on the Halie-daie bot licht blew, 
greene, redde, & their wives richt-ſwa , & courchies of their 
awin making , & that it exceed not the price of x1, pennyes 
the elne. And that na woman cum to Kirk, nor mercat with 
her face muſſalled, or covered, that ſche may not be kend, 
under the paine of eſcheit of the courchie. And as tothe 
Clerkes , that nane weare gownes of ſcarlet, nor furring of 
mertrikes, bot gif he be ane perſon conſtitute in dignive in 
Cathedral or Colledge Kirk: or elſe, that he may ſpende 
two hundreth markes, or greate Nobiles, or Do&oures. And 
thisto be now proclaimed , and put to execution be the firtt 
day of Maij, under the paine of eſcheit of the habite , that is 
to ſay, of the Clerkes be the ordinar Judge, and the lave 
be the Kinges Officiares, 

ITEM, Itisſeenc ſpeidful, that ng Aires be halden, 
and continued zcirlie through-oute the Realine , for gude 
of the commounes. 

71, The King, Loydes, Prelates, Barronnes , and Free- 

halders may ſet in their Landes in few-ferme. 


ITEM, As anent few-ferme, the Lordes thinkis ſpeid- 
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ful, that the King beginne and give example to the laye, 
And quhat Prelat, Barronne, or Free-halder, that can accoyd 
with his tenrient, upon ſetting of few-ferme of his awin land 
in all orin part , our Soyeraine Lord fall ratifie and apprieve

ITEM, It is ſcene ſpeedeful to the Lordes, that within 
the Burrowes throw-out the Realme, na leagues nor bandes 
be maid, nor zitna commotion nor riſing of commounes in 
hindering of the commoun Law , bot at the commande- 
ment of their head-Officiar. And gif ony dois in the con- 
trarie, and knawledge and taint may be gotten thereof, their 
gudes thatar foundin guiltie therein, to be confiſcat to the 
King , and their lives at the Kingis will, And that na man 
dwelland within burgh, be foundin in man-rent, nor ridein 
rowte in feare of weir with na man , bot with the King ot 
Officiares, or with the Lord of the Burgh, that they dwell in, 
Or with their officiares, under the ſamin paine.

78. Of them that occupyis Loydes landes againſt their

ITEM. Anent maifterful-men, that ſchaipis them to 
occupy maiſterfully Lords landes, baith Spiritual and Tem- 
poral : The Lordes thinks ſpeedeful, that the perſones com- 
pleinzieand upon fik maiſterful-men , fall cum to the Kingis 
Schireffe and Baillie,and aske his ground for to be devoyded, 
or to ſee what reaſon, that partie occupyand the ground 
pretendis for him : And gif the Schireffe findis na reaſon in 
the occupation of the grounde, the Schireffe ſall devoyde 
the grounde baith of him and his gudes: And charge himin 
the Kingisname, that he make na mair diſtronblance to the 
Lorde nor his ground in time cumming., under the ' 
paine of the Kingis Waird, And gif he dois ony thing 
there attour, foorth-with till axreiſt his perſon , and ſende 
him tothe Kingis Waird. 


79. The Fuſtice to take inquiſition of ſornares , bairdes, 
feinzied fuiles, and maiſterful begoares in all 
Fuſtice aives. 


ITEM, The Lord- thinkis ſpeedeful, that in all Juſtice - 


ares, the Kingis Juſtice gar take inquiſition of ſornares, 
bazrdes, 
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bairdes , maiſterful beggers, or feinzied fuiles : & outl.er 
baniſh them the cuntrie, or ſend them to the Kingis priſon. 


$0. To ſaw broome and make hedges, 


ITEM, Anent plantation of wooddes and hedges, and 
ſawing of broome: The Lords thinkis ſpeedeful , that the 
King charge all his Free-halders baith Spiritual and Tem- 

oral, that in the making of their Whitr-ſ#ndays ſet , they 
ſtature and ordaine, that all their tennentes plant wooddes 
and trees, and make hedges, and ſaw broome , after 
the faculties of their mallinges , in place convenient 
therefore, under {ik paine as law and unlaw of the Bat- 
ronne or Lord fall modifie. 


$1, Of ſawing of quheate, peaſe and beanes. 


ITEM, Anent the ſawing of Quheate, Peaſe, and Bea- 
nes: It is ſeene ſpeedeful, that ilk man earand with a pleuch 
of ſeven Oxen, fall ſaw at the leaſt ilkzeite, ane firlot of 
quheate, halfe ane firlot of peaſe , and xl. beanes, under the 

aine of ten thillinges to the Barronne of that land , that he 

wellis in, als oft as he beis founden faultiſe. And gif the 
Barronne ſawis not the ſaid corne in his domaines, he fall 
pay to the King, ten ſhillings: And gif the Barronne beis 

ounden negligent in the receiving of that paine fra his 
husbandes, there fall be raiſed on him fourtie ſhillinges , als 
oft as he defaultis, without remiſſion of the King. 


32. That na mancum to Courtes bot in ſober wiſe. 


ITEM, ltisordained and decreeted, that inall Juſtice 
alres, Schireffe Courtes, and generally all Courtes of Spiri- 
tual and Temporal , that all perſones, Free-halders, and all 
utheris of the Kingislieges, fall cum thereto in ſober and 
quret maner. And that na man bring with him maa perſones 
taen ar in his dailic houſhald and familiars. And tra he be 
cnmmun to his Innes, he and they fall lay their weapons and 
arthour fra them (git they bring ony with them) and uſena 
_—_ for that tinie bot his knife. And gif ony man be 
Feeded, and alleagis feede, or dreade of ony partie, the 
Schireffe fall furth-with of baith take law-burrowes, and for- 
bid them'in the Kingis name to trouble the Kingis peace, un- 
der'the paineof Lawe. The quhilk paine the King fall exe-

fad, And if the Schireffe be negligent therein, he ſall be pu- 
niſhed after the forme of the ſtatute maid of the retor- 
mation of faultes of Officiares, withia the Realme.

ITEM, Anentis birdes and wilde foules, that gainis to 


eate for the ſuſtentation of man, 2s Pertrickes, Plovares, and 
ſik like foules : It is ordained , that na man deſtroy their 
neſtes, nor their egges, norzit ſlaye wild-foules in mouting 
time , quhen they may not flie. And that all men after 
their power deſtroy neſtes and egges of birdes and foules 
of riefe. 

ITEM, Anent ruikes, crawes , and uther foules of riefe, 
aSeirnes, biſlettes , gleddes , mittalles , the quhilk de- 
{troyis baith cornes and wilde-foules,fik as pertrickes,plovars, 
and utheris. And as to the ruikes and crawes biggand in 
orchardes, trees, and uther places : It is ſeene ſpeedeful, 
that they that ſik trees perteinis to, let them to big , and de- 
er e699 all their power, and in na wales that their 
birdes flee awaie. And quhair it is tainted that they big , and 
their birdes flee, and the nefte be founden in the trees at 
Beltane : the trees ſall be faulted to the King - bot git they be 
redeemed fra him be them, that they perteined firſt, and 
five ſhillinges to the Kingis unlaw. And that the ſaid foules 
of riefe all utterly be deſiroyed beall maner of men, be all 
ingine of all maner of crafts that may be founden. For the 
Nauchter them fall cauſe great multitude of divers kind of

$5. The ſlauchter of redde fith in forbidden time , and 


pane thereof. 


ITEM, Asanent redde fiſh, itisordained, that quha ſa 
beis convidt of ſlauchter of redde fiſh in time forbidden be 
the law : the doer, and he that biddis itbe done, fall pay ten 
pound for his unlaw, but remiſtion, And atthe third time, 
and he be convidt of fik treipaſle , he fall bye his life.

Swa that his hieneſſe be inclined in himſelfe and his 
miniſters to the quiet and commoun profite of the 
Realme , Juſtice and equitie to be keiped among his 
lieges : His three Eftaites moſt humblie exhortis and 
requiris his hieneſſe , to be inclined with fſik diligence 
to the execution of thir ſtatutes, ates and decreetes 
aboue written , that God may be empleaſed of him and 
all his Lieges Spiritual and Temporal: And pray till God 
forhim, and guwe thanking to him , that ſende them ſiki 
Prince to their Govyernour and defender,

ſtandcontent. And to have knawledge that the ſaid cuinziet: 
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this ſaid cuinzieour (all have a ſigne and taiken maid in the 
prenting , havand difference fra the firſt cuinzie, And gif 
ony of the new groates be foundin war in weicht and fine:, 
northe EDW ARD groate, the cuinzieourto be puniſhed 
therefore, and tine his life and gudes. And that tobe exa- 
mince. and ſeene at the nixt Parliament, and ſooner gif it 
pl-:75 the King. And becauſe itismeaned to OUR SO-

And 
ſpeciallie that the reſtitution of forfaulted perſons , pretend- 
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| igthemſelves Patrons of benefices, either by his Majefties 
! entions favour , pardon or rehabilitation, or by reduction
